AH the crew had jum ped over­ 
board. however, and sw am to shore, 
and O’Neil followed.

the defense of the groundhog. 
He 
bespeaks consideration for It in the 
name of Kentucky. He might bespeak 
consideration for it in the name of 
humanity. 
The groundhog of Illinois and the 
West generally is the woodchuck of 
the Eastern States. 
It is charged 
against him that in digging his home 
he throw's gravel up over the surface 
of the ground to an extent that in­ 
jures the farm ers’ prospects of rais­ 
ing crops. 
The groundhog is also ac­ 
cused of being a prowler in the veget­ 
able garden, and it is said that the 
♦*arly cabbage that should go to the 
farm er’s table is sacrificed to the ap- j 
petite of the unbidden guest in the 
field. 
We hold no brief for the ground­ 
hog, hut it is pretty w’oll known th a ’ j 
nature keeps the balance of things 
even. 
Not many years ago the Penn 
Sylvania le g isla tu re

giving a bounty to every man who 
killed a hawk. 
The thought of the 
legislators w-as that if 
the 
hawks 
were killed the poultry Industry of 
the state would t h r i v e threefold. Th** 
price put on the head of 
the 
red 
shouldered, the red tailed and tho 
broad 
winged hawks resulted In a 
thinning of the ranks of the preda­ 
tory bird family and In the depletion 
of the treasuries rf most of the coun­ 
ties of the Keystone S ta te , 
After Pennsylvania had spent $50. 
OOO in payment for hawk scalps the 
farmers of the State suddenly found 
out that the rats and the squirrels 
were eating up their crop* unchecked 
They fried to stem the tide of de­ 
struction hut failed, and then the\ 
called on the lawmakers to make life 
possible again for the haw'ks. 
Th** 
red shouldered, the red tailed and tho j 
broad winged birds had lived mainly 
on the animals that were preying on 
the crops of the agriculturist. 
The 
farm er found it out a little late, but 
he found it out in time to save the 
haw’k family in Pennsylvania from ex­ 
tinction. 
Out in Kansas a few’ years ago the 
Western redtailed hawk was abund 
ant 
About once every six months 
(hi* readtail would pick up a chicken 
and the act aroused the owner of the 
chicken to anger 
The lawmakers of 
Kansas declared the redtail an outlaw 
and put a price on his head. 
There 
were so mam red tailed hawks killed 
that the count was lost. 
Coincident 
with the killing of the 
birds 
the 
plague of prairie dogs increased and 
menaced the very m eans of livelihood 
of the majority of the Kansas dwel­ 
lers 
They called on the Biological 
Survey of Washington to help them 
out of their trouble. 
The scientists 
sent this prescription: "Repeal the 
law placing a bounty on hawks. This 
was done, and since that time nature 
has kept the balance even. 
All this perhaps has comparatively 
little to do with the groundhog of 
Illinois, but it may be said that the 
legislators who would P*«8 law’s in­ 
tended to interfere with the workings 
of Mother Nature are taking great 


How a H urry up Call for an Illustra­ 
tion was Form erly met. 
In my young days, writes Harry 
Penn in Palette and -Bench, I was 
connected with an illustrated news­ 
paper. Should there occur a railway 
accident, a shipwreck or fire, if it 
was of sufficient Importance it was 
depicted in black and white water­ 
color upon a two page boxwood block 
made up of a number of small pieces 
bolted together. 
Tbt* engraving Is to go to 
press in 
t h e ' early morning; 
the drawing is 
laid on its face and with ham m er and 
cold chisel the big block is knocked 
into twenty pieces. 
Twenty men go 
to work on it, and w'ork the night 
through—imagine the result. 
Today the* design may be in oil 
or watercolor and as big as the side 
of a house; the camera will reduce 
it to the required size and the half­ 
tone process will rf*produce it. 
When I first came in touch with 
the craft an illustrator needed to be 
an expert. 
He had to know how to 
prepare the smooth hard surface of 
the boxwood block so that it would 
have sufficient tooth to take the pen­ 
cil marks clearly. 
This was usually done by gently 
rubbing a fine piece of pumice stone 
with plenty of water upon the block, 
then a preparation of finely pulver­ 
ized bath brick and chinese or flake 
white in a proportion of about one of 
bath brick to ten of white was rub­ 
bed over the surface, then wiped off 
with the palm of the hand and allow­ 
ed to dry. 
Then a delicate drawing 
of India ink or lampblack was m a d e 
upon this prepared surface, the forms 
accented when dry with lead pencil 
and Chineses white to accent the high 
lights, etc. 
One of 
my earliest 
experiences 
will give an idea of the great change 
in methods. 
Take for example the 
first edition 
of 
W hittier’s 
’ Snow 
Bound." 
All 
the 
drawings 
w e r e 
made 
in 
watercolor 
on 
boxwood 
blocks, many of them not more than 
two Inches square containing a dozen 
figures, all doing their various stunt* 
with their left hands, so that thev 
should come right when reversed in 
printing, and before they could go to 
press the slow- process of wood en­ 
graving was the only means of re­ 
ind u ctio n .
